THE EDGE LAW. 


The Edge bill has become a law. 
The essential features of this act are 
that corporations having a capital of 
not less than $2,OOO,OGU may be or­ 
ganized to engage in foreign banking 
operations, that they may sell de­ 
bentures or other obligations up to 
ten times their capital and that na­ 
tional banks may subscribe 
to 
we 
stock of such corporations, provided 
that their total holdings in these and 
other corporations authorized to do 
banking abroad shall not exceed ten 
per cent of their capital and surplus. 
There will be action under this law, 
undoubtedly, as the resources of the 
War Finance Corporation 
can 
oe 
brought into play in this manner, not 
to speak of market flotations. These 
facilities, however, are more likely to 
be employed for 
the 
movement of 
manufactures, through the co-opera­ 
tion of the industries, than for the 
movement of farm products, 
lf the 
Grain Corporation should be authoriz­ 
ed to aid in handling the latter, Luge

Leonard 
Wood’s 
candidacy for the presidency as that 
of a m ilitarist, indication that the 
dry forces intended to play a light on 
every candidate’s convictions with re­ 
gard to prohibition, and speculation 
as to the possibility of democratic 
dependence, in something like a last 
resort, on none other tried candidate 
than William Jennings Bryan. 
The filing of the Nebraska petition 
for Major-General Wood calls atten­ 
tion to the fact that his supporters 
are aware that leaders of the Lowden, 
Harding, Lenroot or other booms will 
probably depend on the charge that 
he is a m ilitarist to defeat his can­ 
didacy. 
H is friends insist that he 
stands on his record as an administra­ 
tor of large affairs rather than on his 
military record. 
Declaring that all 
the* republican 
presidents, 
except 
Johnson and Taft, at one time wore 
an American uniform, they say that 
to assume that Major-General Wood's 
military service has unfitted him to 
deal with the problems of today is 
absurd. 
Meanwhile Nicholas Murray Butler, 
president of Columbia university, has 
indicated in a speech before alumni 
that his platform as a presidential 
candidate is Americanism; and at the 
same time William H. Anderson, state 
superintendent 
of 
the 
Anti-Saloon 
league, has asked him by letter cer­ 
tain pertinent questions, which prob­ 
ably will be asked of all candidates 
of whose position as to prohibition 
there is doubt. 
Mr. Anderson pointed out that Mr. 
Butler had opposed prohibition, and 
that the action of the wets in at­ 
tempting to break down the prohibi­ 
tion amendment, to repeal the Vol­ 
stead enforcement act, and to elect 
officials in favor of nullification, had 
made these phases of the prohibition 
question “an inevitable issue in the 
presidential campaign.” 
Mr. Butler was then asked these 
questions, regarded by the drys as 
the acid test for all candidates: 
‘‘Do 
you favor .enforcing prohibition and 
giving th* 
prohibition policy a fair 
test? 
“Do you favoi passage of new leg­ 
islation necessary to secure adequate 
and efficient enforcement of prohibi­ 
tion? 
“Do you oppose repeal or emascu­ 
lation of existing enforcement laws? 
“Do you believe that only men who 
will cheerfully 
and 
conscientiously 
carry out the nation’s policy should 
be appointed as judges, district attor­ 
neys, marshals, ami to other positions 
that have to do with prohibition en­ 
forcement? 
"Do you believe that men appoint­ 
ed by the president to represent this 
country abroad in diplomatic and com­ 
mercial fields should cheerfully and 
fairly uphold abroad the policy of the 
American nation upon this question?"
